The Lincoln Plastic Corporation moved to Circleville in the summer of 
1950, occupying the site of the old Goeller Broom Factory at the corner of 
Clinton and Corwin Streets. 
Iincoln was a custom injection molding plant servicing approximately 50 
customers. Over the years plastic products manufactured at the Circleville 
plant ranged from both tiles to refrigerator parts. 
On Jan. 1,1957 the company was purchased by General American Trans­ 
portation Corporation and over the years new products such as air 
conditioner fronts, automobile parts and industrial parts were added to the 
plant’s product line. 
March 1,1968 the company was purchased by USS Chemicals, Division of 
United States Steel Corporation. During the ensuing years new larger 
injection molding equipment and new finishing lines were installed in the 
plant. The newer equipment made it possible to expand into even larger 
plastic products such as dash panels, washer tubs, clothes hampers and 
mirror frames.

Coated with a tough acrylic finish, the 
shutter is available in 12 sizes from 25 inches to 81 inches in length. Although 
manufactured here, it is marketed through conventional wholesale and 
retail channels and was not always available locally. 


Creative cubics, the modular furniture system manufactured here, will 
now be available through the factory outlet store. The system consists of the 
basic cubes available with doors, shelves and drawers, metal or plastic 
bases and plain or wood tops. 
Other products presently available include plastic stacking cases ideal as 
orchard baskets, children’s toy shelves and general storage and the plastic 
tool organizer, a handy carrier for cleaning, hand and gardening tools. 
A new line of plastic doors will be introduced soon. Designs being planned 
for the doors include traditional, louver or cane and they will be 
manufactured to fit openings from two to six feet. They can be used as room 
dividers, screen dividers, bifold doors, passage doors or closet doors.

One was a quotation from a news 
conference of March 15, 1973, when 
Nixon said the United States had in­ 
formed North Vietnam of U.S. concern 
about violations of the Paris accord. 
Nixon continued: 


“And I would only suggest that 
based on my actions over the past four 
years, that the North Vietnamese 
should not lightly disregard such ex­ 
pressions of concern, when they are 
made, with regard to a violation. That 
is all I will say about it.” 
Other U.S. policy defeats sure to be 
addressed in Ford’s State of the World 
message are collapse of peace talks in 
the Middle East, Congress’ cutoff of 
U.S. aid to Turkey and possible loss of 
friendly ties with Greece and Portugal. 
After the collapse of Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger’s efforts to 
bring peace talks between Egypt and 
Israel, Ford ordered a reassessment of 
U.S. policy in the Mideast. 
Kissinger said the aim of the 
reassessment was to find a new ap­ 
proach to bringing peace to the Middle 
East.

WASHINGTON (AP) - As people 
scramble to adopt Vietnamese war 
waifs, thousands of American children 
remain orphaned and ignored. 
Government officials estimate that 
there are between 100,000 and 120,000 
children in foster care homes and in­ 
stitutions around the country. Many 
are victims of parental neglect. Others 
are caught in legal snarls and have 
never been freed for adoption. 
Most are members of minority 
groups, a factor that makes them less 
attractive to some foster parents. And 
many have physical handicaps, 
emotional problems or come only with 
brothers and sisters in a package deal. 
Most are no longer infants while many 
prospective foster parents desire only 
infants. 
“We must do everything possible for 
American children,” said Ursula M. 
Gallagher, an expert in child adoption 
in the Children’s Bureau within the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
“Some Americans think we have a 
greater responsibility to Vietnamese 
children fathered 
by 
American 
soldiers than to those children already 
here,” she said. But Miss Gallagher 
said she has reservations about some 
of those offering to adopt Vietnamese 
children. 
“It seems to me the reaction to the 
Vietnamese children is an emotional 
response in a crisis,” she said. “Many 
people haven’t thought through what it 
will mean to them if they adopt one of 
these children. 
“They must be aware of the different 
needs the child will have in respect to 
his identity, his biological parents and 
his homeland. Many people who are 
reaching out haven’t thought about the 
psychological and financial problems. 
They’re reaching out to children who 
need the most, but children here need 
homes, too.” 
Adoption experts explain that the 
number of American babies available 
for adoption has been declining 
steadily for the past few years because 
of the increased number of abortions, 
improved contraceptive methods and 
a general interest in smaller families. 


It also has become more socially ac­ 
ceptable for unwed mothers to keep 
their children. 
Social workers express delight that 
the recent focus on the Vietnamese 
orphans has sparked a general public 
interest in adoption. 
“We’ve received 3,500 calls in the 
last five days,” said Mrs. Lenore 
Campbell, director of the Los Angeles 
County Department of Adoption in 
California. “A lot of people are in­ 
terested in the Vietnamese children 
because they want infants, and we 
simply don’t have them. But some say 
if they can’t have a Vietnamese child, 
they’ll take any child.” 


Judge Rules 
For Release 
Of Road Cash 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Federal 
administrators don’t have the right to 
impound funds for highway con­ 
struction in Ohio, a federal judge ruled 
Wednesday. 
Chief U. S. District Court Judge 
Joseph P. Kinneary said the federal 
government must release as much as 
$123 million withheld from the state 
since 1973. He ordered Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown of Ohio to prepare a 
judgment against the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Transportation for the con­ 
tested funds. 
Ohio officials filed suit after former 
President Nixon impounded federal 
funds earmarked for the states. 
Ohio claimed it lost more than $120 
million dating back to 1967. 
Kinneary noted that state and 
federal officials disagree on the 
amount of the loss and he ordered that 
the judgment to be prepared by Brown 
be signed by the U. S. secretary of 
transportation and the director of 
budget and management. 
Kinneary based his decision on a 
1973 Missouri federal court decision 
that said the secretary of tran­ 
sportation is not authorized by federal 
law to withhold funds given by 
Congress to the states.

The Lincoln Plastic Corporation moved to Circleville in the summer of 
1950, occupying the site of the old Goeller Broom Factory at the corner of 
$ Clinton and Corwin Streets.

lincoln was a custom injection molding plant servicing approximately 50 
$ customers. Over the years plastic products manufactured at the Circleville 
iji plant ranged from both tiles to refrigerator parts.

On Jan. 1,1957 the company was purchased by General American Trans­ 
it: 
portation Corporation and over the years new products such as air 
•ij 
conditioner fronts, automobile parts and industrial parts were added to the 
plant’s product line. 
j:j 
March 1,1968 the company was purchased by USS Chemicals, Division of 
United States Steel Corporation. During the ensuing years new larger 
injection molding equipment and new finishing lines were installed in the 
jij: 
plant. The newer equipment made it possible to expand into even larger 
ij: 
plastic products such as dash panels, washer tubs, clothes hampers and 
•ij: 
mirror frames. The increased finishing capabilities made possible the 
iji; 
plant’s first proprietary product, structural foam polystyrene shutters. 


During its 25 years here, employment grew from 50 people to 
approximately 175 when the plant is operating at full capacity. 
In the custom manufacturing business, a mold is designed to produce a 
customer’s product, such as a dash panel for an automobile. The mold is 
owned by the customer, and if another manufacturer quotes a lower price, 
the customer may switch manufacturers, having the mold moved to the new 
supplier. This places the injection molder completely at the mercy of one 
customer and greatly reduces die molders flexibility in plant operations 
and planning. 
In the proprietary manufacturing operation, the product, mold and 
machinery and marketing are the sole responsibility of the plant. This 
allows the molder the ability to adjust inventories and marketing plans to 
suit the economic conditions, thereby bringing more stability to the plant 
operation. 
One of the more unique products to be manufactured at the Circleville 
plant and which will be available through the factory outlet as well as 
through conventional channels, is a plastic fence post. 
The post is the brainchild of Byron Rose, a graduate of Westfall High 
School and a former industrial arts teacher at Teays Valley High School, 
now a sales representative for the plant. 
Similar in design to the conventional steel T-posts, the new plastic post is 
one-fourth the weight of steel, can utilize conventional wire fasteners, is non 
corrosive, making it more durable than steel in this regard. It also makes an 
excellent post for electric fence since no insulator is required because the 
plastic post is a non conductor 
According to its designer, the plastic fence post should be used where the 


rigidity and strength of steel are not required. It can be used alternately >j 
with steel or wood posts for field or line fencing. Most steel fence post :ji 
drivers drive the plastic post and it drives equally well in hard or soft :ij 
ground.

One of the more popular products manufactured at the local plant is the i 
structural foam polystyrene shutter. Coated with a tough acrylic finish, the ii 
shutter is available in 12 sizes from 25 inches to 81 inches in length. Although > 
manufactured here, it is marketed through conventional wholesale and :: 
retail channels and was not always available locally. 


Creative cubics, the modular furniture system manufactured here, will 
now be available through the factory outlet store. The system consists of the 
basic cubes available with doors, shelves and drawers, metal or plastic 
bases and plain or wood tops. 
Other products presently available include plastic stacking cases ideal as 
orchard baskets, children’s toy shelves and general storage and the plastic 
tool organizer, a handy carrier for cleaning, hand and gardening tools. 
A new line of plastic doors will be introduced soon. Designs being planned 
for the doors include traditional, louver or cane and they will be 
manufactured to fit openings from two to six feet. They can be used as room 
dividers, screen dividers, bifold doors, passage doors or closet doors. 
The factory outlet, in addition to providing a service to the community, 
will also provide a consumer reaction test to local plant officials for the 
products manufactured here.

The outlet, located in the lobby of the plant, will be open Saturdays from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. only.

Consumer Protection 
M easures Studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Trade Commission says that in­ 
dividuals are at the mercy of finance 
companies and other lenders when it 
comes to settling on terms for personal 
loans such as those to buy cars and 
appliances. 
To remedy this, the commission 
issued a proposal Wednesday that 
would require lenders within its reach 
to throw out their old standard loan 
contracts and write new ones. 
The commission’s proposal would 
revise 
repossession 
procedures, 
among others. Under current standard 
procedures for example, a loan com­ 
pany can take back a $3,000 car if the 
purchaser falls behind in payments. 
The car is sold for $1,000, perhaps to 
the dealer who sold it in the first place 
and sends his loan business to the loan 
company. The buyer is stuck with 
making up the difference. 
The FTC proposal would require the 
lender to get a fair market price for 
any repossessed goods. 
The proposal also affects the case of 
someone who takes out a personal loan 
and signs a contract with a clause 
giving the lender the right to seize and 
sell any of the borrower’s personal 
effects in case of default. 
This practice would stop under the 
FTC proposal. The loan contract would 


have to 
specify 
which household 
furnishings or other personal property 
were being taken as security and only 
those items could be attached. 
Another standard clause requires 
the borrower to waive any rights to 
receive advance notice that the lender 
is initiating collection action or to 
contest the action. The FTC proposal 
would require that a borrower retain 
those rights. 
Other provisions of the proposal, 
which will be the subject of public 
comment and hearing, would limit 
collection fees which can be assessed 
against debtors and bar lenders from 
using wage assignments to collect 
debts bigger than $300. 
The FTC regulations apply directly 
only to lenders not already regulated 
by the Federal Reserve Board and 
other federal agencies. But the Fed is 
required by a new law to decide no 
later than 60 days after the FTC rule 
becomes final whether to extend the 
provisions to the banks it regulates. 
The Fed must justify any decision not 
to afford the same protections for bank 
loans. 
The regulations would not apply to 
home mortgages. FTC staffer said 
they considered current protections in 
the cases of home defaults to be ade­ 
quate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Trade Commission says that in­ 
dividuals are at the mercy of finance 
companies and other lenders when it 
comes to settling on terms for personal 
loans such as those to buy cars and 
appliances. 
To remedy this, the commission 
issued a proposal Wednesday that 
would require lenders within its reach 
to throw out their old standard loan 
contracts and write new ones. 
The commission’s proposal would

repossession 
procedures, 
among others. Under current standard 
procedures for example, a loan com­ 
pany can take back a $3,000 car if the 
purchaser falls behind in payments. 
The car is sold for $1,000, perhaps to 
the dealer who sold it in the first place 
and sends his loan business to the loan 
company. The buyer is stuck with 
making up the difference. 
The FTC proposal would require the 
lender to get a fair market price for 
any repossessed goods. 
The proposal also affects the case of 
someone who takes out a personal loan 
and signs a contract with a clause 
giving the lender the right to seize and 
sell any of the borrower’s personal 
effects in case of default.

“A lot of them said they would lose 
their jobs and their pensions if they 
couldn’t drive for five years,” he said. 
Joining Van Meter in opposition was 
Sen. Donald J. Pease, D-13 Oberlin, 
who asserted the habitual offender’s 
statute “should at least be given a 
chance.” 
About 50 per cent of all highway 
deaths are related in some way to 
drunk driving, he said. 
In other business, the Senate ap­ 
proved and sent to the House a bill 
increasing from $50 to $160 per 
calendar quarter the wages that may 
be earned by a casual household 
worker before his employer must 
cover him with workmen’s com­ 
pensation insurance. 
Without dissent, the Senate ap­ 
proved another measure that permits 
local public and private agencies to 
contract with school boards to provide 
hot meals for the elderly in school 
cafeterias. 
The House concurred in Senate 
amendments to a bill permitting the 
employment of interpreters for non- 
English speaking voters. 
By a vote of 79-14, it sent to the 
Senate a bill cracking down on bingo 
promoters operating under the guise of 
a charitable organizations which can 
play bingo under existing law. 
The House lumbered through three 
hours of debate and finally passed a 
half dozen other measures which now 
head for Senate consideration. 
They would: 
—Strengthen the powers of the at­ 
torney general to regulate charitable 
trusts — namely those left for public 
benefit for which no specific heir is 
designated. 
—Allow townships to purchase group 
life insurance for employes. 
—Require hospital, medical, and 
surgical insurance programs to permit 
group policyholders to convert to in­ 
dividual contracts. 
—Enter Ohio into the Interstate 
Compact for Placement of Children. 
—Perm it Ohio State University 
hospitals to charge certain fees for 
tuberculosis treatment. 
—Extend workmen’s compensation 
insurance to preapprentices, entry 
level trainees, and journeymen 
trainees on union jobs.

DETROIT CAP) - The 1975 model 
year will go down in automotive 
history as the year when Americans 
and big cars parted ways. 


When September comes and the 
numbers are tabulated, industry 
executives say small cars — com­ 
pacts, subcompacts and most imports 
— will account for more than half of to­ 
tal U.S. sales. 


That would be the first time small 
cars have outsold the large land 
cruisers since auto companies began 
classifying cars by size more than 25 
years ago. 


“ There’s no question 1975 is the 
turning point,” said one company 
analyst. “ This is the year of the small 
car. It will never come back the other 
way.” 
Ford Motor Co. president I^ee A. 
lacocca sees further growth for small 
cars just around the bend. He says, “ If 
you want to put a number on it, smalls 
will average out at over 60 per cent (of 
the market) late in the 1970s.” 
That’s a tremendous turnabout for 
small cars, which in 1949 accounted for 
only two per cent of industry sales and 
only three per cent as recently as 1958 
The strength of small cars in recent 
months 
has 
been 
particularly 
dramatic. Spurred by cash rebates 
lavished on their segment, small cars 
grabbed a record 62 per cent of the 
market in February. I^ast month, 
small cars captured 54 per cent of total 
sales, with low-priced leftover 1974 
imports leading the way. 
“ It’s not that Americans don’t like 
big cars any more,” says one company 
analyst. “ It’s just that fuel and price 
have become more important than 
size. If we could sell an intermediate 
for $3,000 the great majority of people 
would buy one and forget small cars.” 
Another analyst adds: “ The energy 
crisis last year got people thinking 
about nothing but higher gasoline 
prices, fuel economy and small cars. 
Then comes along the recession. Ev­ 
eryone becomes price-conscious. So 
people turn again to small cars.” 
A spokesman for Ford says changing 
social values also helped deflate the 
big car boom. 
“ In the early 1900s a car was a rich 
man’s plaything. By the 1950s, it 
became a basic and necessary mode of 
transportation, but it still was a big 
status symbol. Now with fuel short- 
Court Nixes 
Lima State 
Release Bid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court has rejected the plea of 
a Cuyahoga County woman accused of 
murder that she be released from the 
Lima State Hospital. 
The court ruled there was sufficient 
reason to believe Anna Horvath will 
regain her sanity and be able to stand 
trial. 
The defendant was arrested on a 
charge of murder on Aug. 21,1972. She 
was committed following a sanity 
hearing in Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court and was found to be still 
insane at another hearing on Nov. 2, 
1973. 
She asked the court to release her, 
arguing that she was unlikely ever to 
be able to stand trial and her com­ 
mitment therefore violated the due 
process clause of the U.S. Constitution. 
The court, however, noted that 
psychiatrists testified she has a 
“ reasonable expectation” of being 
able to stand trial. 
In other decisions, the court: 
—Upheld the conviction of Arvel L. 
Arthur for possession of checks s tolen 
from a Covington, Ky., construction 
company. 
Arthur, who listed no address in 
court records, was arrested on May 25, 
1973, by a Cincinnati police officer and 
was found to be carrying three checks 
stolen from Century Construction Inc. 
On appeal, Arthur contended that 
the prosecution had not proven “ guilty 
knowledge” on his part in connection 
with the checks. But the court said the 
guilty knowledge could be inferred 
since Arthur did not attempt to explain 
how he happened to have the checks. 
—Ruled that Armco Steel Corp.’s 
open hearth furnace and railroad 
tracks in Middletown are taxable as 
personal property rather than real es­ 
tate. 
Armco had filed the appeal from a 
decision by the Butler County Board of 
Revision that both were taxable as real 
estate.

Detroit continued to introduce new, 
small models in the 1960s. Even so, 
small cars still were held to about a 
quarter of the market until 1970, when 
imports, capitalizing on another in­ 
flationary cycle in the United States, 
logged record sales with models that 
were priced hundreds of dollars below 
what Detroit had to offer. 
Although devaluation of the dollar in 
1971 raised import prices and nipped 
the foreign car invasion in the bud, the 
U.S. companies had responded quickly 
with a new generation of subcompact 
cars. By 1971, two out of every five 
cars sold in the United States were 
small. 
The Mideast oil embargo in the fall 
of 1973 accelerated the switch to small 
cars, which took a record 54 per cent 
share of the market in January 1974 
before settling down with a 46 per cent 
share for the entire model year.

They 
launched a multibiilion-dollar crash 
program to increase small car output 
and introduce new models of small 
cars. In less than six months they un­ 
derwent the largest plant reconversion 
effort since World War II. 


The companies also have introduced 
within the past year nearly a dozen 
new small cars and more are on the 
way.

DETROIT (A P) — The 1975 model 
year will go down in automotive 
history as the year when Americans 
and big cars parted ways. 


When September comes and the 
numbers are tabulated, industry 
executives say small cars — com­ 
pacts, subcompacts and most imports 
— will account for more than half of to­ 
tal U.S. sales. 


That would be the first time small 
cars have outsold the large land 
cruisers since auto companies began 
classifying cars by size more than 25 
years ago. 


“ There’s no question 1975 is the 
turning point,” said one company 
analyst. “ This is the year of the small 
car. It will never come back the other 
way.” 
Ford Motor Co. president I^ee A. 
lacocca sees further growth for small 
cars just around the bend. He says, “ If 
you want to put a number on it, smalls 
will average out at over 60 per cent (of 
the market) late in the 1970s.” 
That’s a tremendous turnabout for 
small cars, which in 1949 accounted for 
only two per cent of industry sales and 
only three per cent as recently as 1958. 
The strength of small cars in recent 
months 
has 
been 
particularly 
dramatic. Spurred by cash rebates 
lavished on their segment, small cars 
grabbed a record 62 per cent of the 
market in February. I^ast month, 
small cars captured 54 per cent of total 
sales, with low-priced leftover 1974 
imports leading the way. 
“ It’s not that Americans don’t like 
big cars any more,” says one company 
analyst. “ It’s just that fuel and price 
have become more important than 
size. If we could sell an intermediate 
for $3,000 the great majority of people 
would buy one and forget small cars.” 
Another analyst adds: “ The energy 
crisis last year got people thinking 
about nothing but higher gasoline 
prices, fuel economy and small cars. 
Then comes along the recession. Ev­ 
eryone becomes price-conscious. So 
people turn again to small cars.” 
A spokesman for Ford says changing 
social values also helped deflate the 
big car boom. 
“ In the early 1900s a car was a rich 
man’s plaything. By the 1950s, it 
became a basic and necessary mode of 
transportation, but it still was a big 
status symbol.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A F) — The Ohio 
Supreme Court has rejected the plea of 
a Cuyahoga County woman accused of 
murder that she be released from the 
Lima State Hospital. 
The court ruled there was sufficient 
reason to believe Anna Horvath will 
regain her sanity and be able to stand 
trial. 
The defendant was arrested on a 
charge of murder on Aug. 21,1972. She 
was committed following a sanity 
hearing in Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court and was found to be still 
insane at another hearing on Nov. 2, 
1973. 
She asked the court to release her, 
arguing that she was unlikely ever to 
be able to stand trial and her com­ 
mitment therefore violated the due 
process clause of the U.S. Constitution. 
The court, however, noted that 
psychiatrists testified she has a 
“ reasonable expectation’’ of being 
able to stand trial. 
In other decisions, the court: 
—Upheld the conviction of Arvel L. 
Arthur for possession of checks s tolen 
from a Covington, Ky., construction 
company. 
Arthur, who listed no address in 
court records, was arrested on May 25, 
1973, by a Cincinnati police officer and 
was found to be carrying three checks 
stolen from Century Construction Inc. 
On appeal, Arthur contended that 
the prosecution had not proven “ guilty 
knowledge” on his part in connection 
with the checks. But the court said the 
guilty knowledge could be inferred 
since Arthur did not attempt to explain 
how he happened to have the checks. 
—Ruled that Armco Steel Corp.’s 
open hearth furnace and railroad 
tracks in Middletown are taxable as 
personal property rather than real es­ 
tate. 
Armco had filed the appeal from a 
decision by the Butler County Board of 
Revision that both were taxable as real 
estate.

segment jumped to 13 per cent, and the 
following year Detroit made its move 
by introducing the first modem era of 
the American small car. By 1960, small 
cars captured 27 per cent of the 
market. 
Detroit continued to introduce new, 
small models in the 1960s. Even so, 
small cars still were held to about a 
quarter of the market until 1970, when 
imports, capitalizing on another in­ 
flationary cycle in the United States, 
logged record sales with models that 
were priced hundreds of dollars below 
what Detroit had to offer. 
Although devaluation of the dollar in 
1971 raised import prices and nipped 
the foreign car invasion in the bud, the 
U.S. companies had responded quickly 
with a new generation of subcompact 
cars. By 1971, two out of every five 
cars sold in the United States were 
small. 
The Mideast oil embargo in the fall 
of 1973 accelerated the switch to small 
cars, which took a record 54 per cent 
share of the market in January 1974 
before settling down with a 46 per cent 
share for the entire model year.

Anyone who has tried to devise 
a Huckleberry Finn scheme to 
get someone else to do his 


work 
for 
him 
knows 
how 
mentally exhausting it can be. 
As this theory goes, the man 
who expends the least physical 
effort and survives is superior 
to the man who spends his life 
at hard labor. And it is less 
risky. 


Many are they who have 
died from overexertion, or at 
least shortened their normal 
life expectancy. But who ever 
heard of anyone dying from 
over-laziness? 


Physicians of course will 
testify that a certain amount 
of 
physical 
exercise 
is 
necessary to maintain good 
health. But almost all progress 
involves 
elimination 
of 
physical effort. 


If laziness thus becomes an 
asset, what other traditional 
virtues 
might 
be open 
to 
change? Thrift, a virtue public 
servants overcame long ago, 
is susceptible to wider attack. 
Who is thriftier, the man who 
salts away his savings in a 
safe and secure investment or 
one who 
plunges 
into 
a 
potentially rich and hazardous 
deal — and makes a bundle? If 
the latter had lost his gamble, 
there would be no doubt.

of restricting their stock investments. 
Herschel Pittenger, chief investor 
for the State Teachers Retirement 
System, said STRS has about one third 
of its nearly $3 billion worth of assets 
invested in stocks and that over the 
years, they have “ out-performed” 
bonds in terms of earnings. 
Chairman Thomas P. Gilmartin, D- 
71 Youngstown, and others wanted to 
know why, they said, present figures 
show the system’s stock portfolio to be 
worth about $252 million less then what 
was paid for it. 
“ I think other people are making 
better investments than you are,” he 
said. 
Pittenger conceded that 1973 and 
The y 'll Do It Ev e ry Time 
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1974 were “ disaster years’* in the 
m arket, 
but 
contended 
the 
in­ 
vestments over the long term will 
turn out to be profitable “ as they have 
in the past. It’s the place to be.” 
The STRS official, who heads a staff

DETROIT (AP) - Thousands of 
laid-off auto workers begin an un­ 
certain financial struggle next week 
when the exhaustion of special jobless 
benefits cuts their unemployment pay 
by up to two thirds. 
For Billie Hewlett, a laid-off 
Chrysler Corp. worker in Detroit, it 
means supporting herself and a child 
on $64 a week. For Harold Rands, an 
assembler with a wife and five teen­ 
agers in Poplar Grove, HI., it means 
making ends meet on $118 a week. 
Chrysler will turn off the tap on its 
Supplemental Unemployment Benefits 
(SUB) fund Friday. Massive and 
prolonged layoffs have depleted the 
fund’s cash reserves. When that hap­ 
pens, 
33,400 
laid-off 
production 
workers will lose between $30 and $110 
a week. 
SUB, when combined with regular 
unemployment com pensation, was 
designed to provide eligible laid off 
workers with an average $17 0, or 
almost 95 per cent of their take home 
pay. But the fund was not created to 
handle layoffs of the magnitude forced 
by the current slump in the auto in­ 
dustry. 
In addition to the expected personal 
hardship, the United Auto Workers 
expects the exhaustion of Chrysler’s 
SUB fund to spell trouble for Detroit.

Legislation in many states is being 
directed at preventing the purchase of 
these over-the-counter drugs. 
It must be emphasized that when 
these cough mixtures are prescribed 
by doctors for a limited time, there is 
no danger of inducing dependence or 
addiction. 
Many reliable pharmacists quickly 
catch on to those who try to purchase 
these medicines for other purposes. 
Not only do they refuse to sell but, in

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NEW YORK (AP) - The most 
important activity of the Federal 
Trade Commission today is antitrust 
action, a spokesman said, but within 
that category the focus clearly is on 
fair trade pricing arrangements. 
“ Fair trade laws are little more than 
a n t i c o m p e t i t i v e p r i c e - f i x i n g , 
unadorned 
with any 
redeeming 
featu res,” Lewis Engm an, FTC 
chairman, told Congress earlier this 
year. 
He added: “ We doubt that we needed 
them when we got them. We are 
confident that we do not need them 
now.” 
He cited a 
1969 
report 
suggesting that fair trade laws cost the 
consumer $1.5 billion a year. 
Fair trading, in which a man­ 
ufacturer generally sets a price that 
his distributors and retailers are ex­ 
pected to honor, began during the 
depression of the 1930s, the first law 
being enacted in California. 
In 1937 , the Miller-Ty dings Act went 
into effect, perm itting individual 
states to write fair trade laws granting 
exemption from both the Sherman 
Antitrust Act and the Federal Trade 
Commission Act. 
And in 1952 the McGuire Act was 
passed, permitting manufacturers to 
hold retailers to fixed prices even 
though the retailers declined to sign 
contracts of agreement. 
At their height, fair trade laws 
existed in 46 states. The number now is 
down to 36. Only 13 still have McGuire 
Act provisions. 
The rationale for fair trading is that 
it prevents cutthroat competition. That 
might 
have 
been 
so during 
the 
depression of the 1930s, says Richard 
Givens, head of the New York FTC 
office, but it isn’t true any longer. 
“ During the 1930s, the problem arose 
from a deficiency of buying power, 
which led to drastic price declines and 
intense competition involving nu­ 
merous sales below cost on a large 
scale,” Givens said in an interview. 
“ The type of economic pinch which 
exists today is entirely different. The 
present situation arises out of the 
scarcity of certain limited resources, 
such as petroleum, and the increase in 
the cost of such items.” 
Because certain expenses are forced 
higher, 
the 
m anufacturer 
and 
probably the retailer also strive to 
keep prices compensatorily high in­ 
stead of resorting to innovative, cost- 
cutting techniques. 
The worst type of price-fixing, ac­ 
cording to Givens, is horizontal, which 
exists when retailers, distributors or 
manufacturers, instead of competing, 
agree to sell for the same price. 
By contrast, vertical leaves some 


room for competition. It generally 
involves the manufacturer of a certain 
product insisting that the retailer sell 
for a certain price. But that still leaves 
competition among retailers, and 
among different manufacturers also. 
You may be certain price-fixing of 
some sort will always prevail. Prac­ 
titioners fail to recognize that, in their 
self-interest, they are reinventing old 
techniques to avoid competition. 
“ Their excuses are 
seductively 
rational,” says Givens. 
Among the techniques are what have 
come to be known as phantom freight 
charges, the customer being charged 
for freight from a given distance even 
though that distance might not have 
been involved. 


Tying arrangements are another 
knot. If you buy one product you must 
buy another; that is, if you buy the 
copying machine you have to buy the 
paper too. 
But of all the devices, fair trading is 
probably the most obvious. 
Says 
Engman: 
“ Repeal of the Miller-Ty dings and 
McGuire Acts will encourage market 
innovation, it will reduce prices and it 
will increase consumer choice in the 
market place.”

But who ever 
heard of anyone dying from 
over-laziness? 


Physicians of course will 
testify that a certain amount 
of 
physical 
exercise 
is 
necessary to maintain good 
health. But almost all progress 
involves 
elim ination 
of 
physical effort. 


If laziness thus becomes an 
asset, what other traditional 
virtues might be open 
to 
change? Thrift, a virtue public 
servants overcame long ago, 
is susceptible to wider attack. 
Who is thriftier, the man who 
salts away his savings in a 
safe and secure investment or 
one who 
plunges 
into 
a 
potentially rich and hazardous 
deal — and makes a bundle? If 
the latter had lost his gamble, 
there would be no doubt. 
Unquestionably, the result 
of any effort carries a lot of 
weight in assessing the motive 
behind the input. But if this 
means the end justifies the 
m eans, 
much 
more than 
traditional values will go out 
the window.

Defend Practices 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Despite 
temporary downturns in the economy, 
the stock market over the long haul is 
“the place to be” for big investors such 
as the state retirement systems, a 
legislative committee was 
told 
Tuesday night. 
Representatives of the state’s five 
public retirement systems appeared 
before a Senate-House retirement 
committee looking into the possibility 
of restricting their stock investments. 
Herschel Pittenger, chief investor 
for the State Teachers Retirement 
System, said STRS has about one third 
of its nearly $3 billion worth of assets 
invested in stocks and that over the 
years, they have “out-performed” 
bonds in terms of earnings. 
Chairman Thomas P. Gilmartin, D- 
71 Youngstown, and others wanted to 
know why, they said, present figures 
show the system’s stock portfolio to be 
worth about $252 million less then what 
was paid for it. 
“I think other people are making 
better investments than you are,” he 
said. 
Pittenger conceded that 1973 and 
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1974 were “disaster years” in the 
m arket, but contended the 
in­ 
vestments over the long term will 
turn out to be profitable “as they have 
in the past, it’s the place to be.” 
The STRS official, who heads a staff 
of seven professional fiscal analysts, 
noted that from 1926 to 1974, a period 
“which included the years of the Great 
Depression” , common stocks had 
earnings that averaged 8.4 per cent, 
compared to 3.5 per cent for bonds 
over the same period. 
Despite the present economic set­ 
back, he said “we are making an 
assumption that the big depression 
that hit in 1929 is not going to repeat 
itself, and we are assuming that the 
longterm growth will continue.”

SUB Pay 
Running Out 


DETROIT (AP) — Thousands of 
laid-off auto workers begin an un­ 
certain financial struggle next week 
when the exhaustion of special jobless 
benefits cuts their unemployment pay 
by up to two thirds. 
For Billie Hewlett, a laid-off 
Chrysler Corp. worker in Detroit, it 
means supporting herself and a child 
on $64 a week. For Harold Rands, an 
assembler with a wife and five teen­ 
agers in Poplar Grove, 111., it means 
making ends meet on $118 a week. 
Chrysler will turn off the tap on its 
Supplemental Unemployment Benefits 
(SUB) fund Friday. Massive and 
prolonged layoffs have depleted the 
fund’s cash reserves. When that hap­ 
pens, 33,400 laid-off production 
workers will lose between $30 and $110 
a week. 
SUB, when combined with regular 
unemployment compensation, was 
designed to provide eligible laid off 
workers with an average $170, or 
almost 95 per cent of their take home 
pay. But the fund was not created to 
handle layoffs of the magnitude forced 
by the current slump in the auto in­ 
dustry. 
In addition to the expected personal 
hardship, the United Auto Workers 
expects the exhaustion of Chryslers 
SUB fund to spell trouble for Detroit.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have read that it is possible to 
become addicted to the small amounts 
of codeine in cough medicine. 
My teenage daughter tells me that 
some adolescents buy this medicine 
over the counter without a prescrip­ 
tion. Why isn’t this prohibited by law? 
Mrs. J.W.,R.I. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
The codeine in over-the-counter 
cough medicines and the alcohol that 
they contain have made them popular 
with many young people. They have 
found that they can purchase these 
drugs and still stay within the law. 
Many people regularly make the 
rounds of buying up the legal four- 
ounce maximum, and thus accumulate 
enough to satisfy their addiction. 
Legislation in many states is being 
directed at preventing the purchase of 
these over-the-counter drugs. 
It must be emphasized that when 
these cough mixtures are prescribed 
by doctors for a limited time, there is 
no danger of inducing dependence or 
addiction. 
Many reliable pharmacists quickly 
catch on to those who try to purchase 
these medicines for other purposes. 
Not only do they refuse to sell but, in 


fact, report these attempted purchases 
to the authorities, to doctors and to 
parents. 


Is there a condition of “thin blood?” 
Are the expensive medicines that are 
advertised of any value? 
Mis J.O’B., Wise. 


Dear Miss O’B.: 
“Thin blood” has no meaning to 
doctors or to the advertising people 
who created this medically pointless 
term. 
Expensive tonics and fancy dietary 
supplements make medical suckers 
out of those who fall prey to the 
pressures of cleverly written ads for 
the cure of “thin blood.” 
A normal, nutritive diet supplies all 
the needed vitamins and minerals 
known as “daily requirements.” 


There are some types of anemia 
which may need suplemental iron and 
vitamins. When this is found by 
complete blood study, inexpensive, 
effective drugs and vitamin sup­ 
plements are available. None of these 
should “thin out” the pocketbook of 
those who need special nutritive for­ 
tification.

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NEW YORK (AP) — The most 
important activity of the Federal 
Trade Commission today is antitrust 
action, a spokesman said, but within 
that category the focus clearly is on 
fair trade pricing arrangements. 
“Fair trade laws are little more than 
a n t i c o m p e t i t i v e p r i c e -fi x i n g , 
unadorned with any redeeming 
features,” Lewis Engman, FTC 
chairman, told Congress earlier this 
year. 
He added: “We doubt that we needed 
them when we got them. We are 
confident that we do not need them 
now.” He cited a 1969 report 
suggesting that fair trade laws cost the 
consumer $1.5 billion a year. 
Fair trading, in which a man­ 
ufacturer generally sets a price that 
his distributors and retailers are ex­ 
pected to honor, began during the 
depression of the 1930s, the first law 
being enacted in California. 
In 1937, the Miller-Ty dings Act went 
into effect, perm itting individual 
states to write fair trade laws granting 
exemption from both the Sherman 
Antitrust Act and the Federal Trade 
Commission Act. 
And in 1952 the McGuire Act was 
passed, permitting manufacturers to 
hold retailers to fixed prices even 
though the retailers declined to sign 
contracts of agreement. 
At their height, fair trade laws 
existed in 46 states. The number now is 
down to 36. Only 13 still have McGuire 
Act provisions. 
The rationale for fair trading is that 
it prevents cutthroat competition. That 
might have been so during the 
depression of the 1930s, says Richard 
Givens, head of the New York FTC 
office, but it isn’t true any longer. 
“During the 1930s, the problem arose 
from a deficiency of buying power, 
which led to drastic price declines and 
intense competition involving nu­ 
merous sales below cost on a large 
scale,” Givens said in an interview. 
“The type of economic pinch which 
exists today is entirely different. The 
present situation arises out of the 
scarcity of certain limited resources, 
such as petroleum, and the increase in 
the cost of such items.” 
Because certain expenses are forced 
higher, 
the 
m anufacturer 
and 
probably the retailer also strive to 
keep prices compensatorily high in­ 
stead of resorting to innovative, cost­ 
cutting techniques. 
The worst type of price-fixing, ac­ 
cording to Givens, is horizontal, which 
exists when retailers, distributors or 
manufacturers, instead of competing, 
agree to sell for the same price. 
By contrast, vertical leaves some 


room for competition. It generally 
involves the manufacturer of a certain 
product insisting that the retailer sell 
for a certain price. But that still leaves 
competition among retailers, and 
among different manufacturers also. 
You may be certain price-fixing of 
some sort will always prevail. Prac­ 
titioners fail to recognize that, in their 
self-interest, they are reinventing old 
techniques to avoid competition. 
“ Their excuses are seductively 
rational,” says Givens. 
Among the techniques are what have 
come to be known as phantom freight 
charges, the customer being charged 
for freight from a given distance even 
though that distance might not have 
been involved. 
Tying arrangements are another 
knot. If you buy one product you must 
buy another; that is, if you buy the 
copying machine you have to buy the 
paper too. 
But of all the devices, fair trading is 
probably the most obvious. 
Says 
Engman: 
“Repeal of the Miller-Ty dings and 
McGuire Acts will encourage market 
innovation, it will reduce prices and it 
will increase consumer choice in the 
market place.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The steel 
jaw leg-hold trap, the main device 
used by Ohio’s furtrapping industry, 
was attacked as an instrument of 
torture and cruelty Tuesday night by a 
director of the Fund for Animals. 
Author and columnist Cleveland 
Amory urged the House Agriculture 
and Natural Resources Committee to 
recommend passage of a bill outlawing 
the trap. 
“The basic instrument is a torture 
instrument,” Amory said. “It holds the 
animal until death.” 
Amory compared the leg-hold trap 
with the clubbing of baby seals in the 
Arctic, which he first reported in the 
United States. 
He said in a way the baby seals are 
luckier because they are killed 
relatively quickly. He said trapped 
animals have been known to live for 
days, even weeks, in the steel jaw 
traps before succumbing to starvation 
or predators. 
“For the trapped animal, the club, 
the final kill, is the best news he could 
have.” 
Amory said the clubbing of baby 
seals attracted national indignation 
simply because it was finally exposed 
to the public in pictures and on 
television. 
“The reason they’re not excited 
about the steel trap is because they 
haven’t seen it. But they will, sir,” 
Amory told committee Chairman John 
E. Johnson, D-68 Orrville. 
Johnson’s committee was hearing 
testimony from supporters Tuesday 
night. The audience filled a 500-seat 
hearing room at the State Depart­ 
ments Building, then stood along both 
walls and in the doorways.

W ind Tunnel 
M inus W ind 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P)—A wind tunnel 
project at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base uses no fans, outlets or even 
wind. 
The numerical wind tunnel, as it is 
called, uses information supplied by 
computers to determine lift drag and 
Other information usually obtained by 
a real wind tunnel tests. 
Officials claim it offers a real 
savings to taxpayers. 
A wind tunnel test on a World War II 
B-29 bomber would cost million. Tests 
on the canceled supersonic transport 
bomber ranged up to $50 million. 
Computer wind tunnel costs: one 
cent per 100,000 multiplications, the 
Air Force said. And that’s down from 
the $1.26 it would have cost for the 
same test in 1952. 
Dr. W. H. Hankey of the Ae­ 
rodynamics laboratory at the base 
said wind tunnel testing began early in 
the decade but the growth of computer 
technology has increased their usage. 
“ Since 1970, computer capabilities 
have doubled each year, and if this 
rate continues by 1980, computer 
calculation and actual win tunnel 
testing should be at a one-to-one ratio. 


Chenault's 
Death Penalty 
Reaffirmed 


ATLANTA,Ga. (A P) — The Georgia 
Supreme Court has upheld the death 
sentence of a black Dayton, Ohio, man 
convicted in the shooting death of Mrs. 
Martin Luther King Sr., mother of 
slain civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
The court, which autom atically 
reviews a death penalty, said Wed­ 
nesday it found the sentence not ex­ 
cessive or disproportionate. 


Marcus Wayne Chenault, a 23-year- 
old former college student, was con­ 
victed last September of murder in the 
deaths of Mrs. King and a church dea­ 
con during services at the Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in Atlanta. 
Chenault was sentenced to death on 
both counts, each upheld b y the court. 


Chenault’s attorneys claimed there 
were many legal errors in the trial, 
including denial of a change in venue. 
The Georgia high court, however, said 
there was “ no abuse of discretion’’ b y 
the judge. 
Defense attorneys argued Chenault 
was insane when he killed Mrs. King 
and the deacon 
and 
wounded a 
member of the congregation. Two psy­ 
chiatrists testified that Chenault 
suffered from paranoid schizophrenia 
at the time of the shootings last June. 


Randy Bacote of Atlanta, Chenault’s 
attorney, implied the high court’s 
ruling would be appealed. 
“ All avenues in his defense are not 
completed or attempted yet,’’ Bacote 
said. He would not elaborate. 
Meanwhile, Chenault remains in the 
Fulton County jail in Atlanta, where 
he has been held since his conviction. 


United Brands 
Payoff Probed 


NEW YORK (A P) — United Brands 
Co., a New York-based multinational 
corporation, acknowledged today that 
its late chairman authorized a $1.25- 
million payment to a Honduras official 
to gain concessions affecting an export 
tax on bananas grown in that country. 


The Wall Street Journal said today 
that the Securities and Exchange 
Commissionnwas investigating a $1.25- 
million payment made paid by United 
Brands and allegations that the 
recipient was the president of Hon­ 
duras, Gen. Oswaldo Ix>pez. 
The 
company did not say to whom the 
money had been paid. 


A statement by United Brands said 
the payment — the company did not 
call it a bribe — was part of an under­ 
standing that an additional 
$1.25 
million would be paid.

new buggy these days. Some have 
moved away because of rising land 
costs.

Few have any use for television sets 
or movies, comer taverns or heavy 
tractors, electric lights or automatic 
washers. Most have neither electricity 
nor telephone. 
They heat their homes with wood 
and kerosene; they light them with 
gasoline lamps. They plow their farms 
with sleek horses, and they make 
virtually all their own clothes, using 
treadle sewing machines. Their tools 
typically are powered by hand or man. 
Yoder himself provides the muscle 
that moves the machinery on which he 
makes his martingales, belts, boot 
soles and other leather products— 
machinery that dates from the turn of 
the century.

Wind Tunnel 
M inus Wind 


' DAYTON, Ohio (A P)—A wind tunnel 
project at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base uses no fans, outlets or even 
wind. 
The numerical wind tunnel, as it is 
called, uses information supplied by 
computers to determine lift drag and 
hther information usually obtained by 
a real wind tunnel tests. 
Officials claim it offers a real 
savings to taxpayers. 
A wind tunnel test on a World War II 
B-29 bomber would cost million. Tests 
on the canceled supersonic transport 
bomber ranged up to $50 million. 
Computer wind tunnel costs: one 
cent per 100,000 multiplications, the 
Air Force said. And that’s down from 
the $1.26 it would have cost for the 
same test in 1952. 
Dr. W. H. Hankey of the Ae­ 
rodynamics laboratory at the base 
said wind tunnel testing began early in 
the decade but the growth of computer 
technology has increased their usage. 
“ Since 1970, computer capabilities 
have doubled each year, and if this 
rate continues by 1980, computer 
calculation and actual win tunnel 
testing should be at a one-to-one ratio. 


Chenault's 
Death Penalty 
Reaffirmed 


ATIANTA, Ga. (AP) - The Georgia 
Supreme Court has upheld the death 
sentence of a black Dayton, Ohio, man 
convicted in the shooting death of Mrs. 
Martin Luther King Sr., mother of 
slain civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
The court, which automatically 
reviews a death penalty, said Wed­ 
nesday it found the sentence not ex­ 
cessive or disproportionate. 


Marcus Wayne Chenault, a 23-year- 
old former college student, was con­ 
victed last September of murder in the 
deaths of Mrs. King and a church dea­ 
con during services at the Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in Atlanta. 
Chenault was sentenced to death on 
both counts, each upheld by the court. 


Chenault’s attorneys claimed there 
were many legal errors in the trial, 
including denial of a change in venue. 
The Georgia high court, however, said 
there was “ no abuse of discretion” by 
the judge. 
Defense attorneys argued Chenault 
was insane when he killed Mrs. King 
and the deacon and wounded a 
member of the congregation. Two psy­ 
chiatrists testified that Chenault 
suffered from paranoid schizophrenia 
at the time of the shootings last June. 


Randy Bacote of Atlanta, Chenault’s 
attorney, implied the high court’s 
ruling would be appealed. 
“ All avenues in his defense are not 
completed or attempted yet,” Bacote 
said. He would not elaborate. 
Meanwhile, Chenault remains in the 
Fulton County jail in Atlanta, where 
he has been held since his conviction. 


United Brands 
Payoff Probed 


NEW YORK (AP) — United Brands 
Co., a New York-based multinational 
corporation, acknowledged today that 
its late chairman authorized a $1.25- 
million payment to a Honduras official 
to gain concessions affecting an export 
tax on bananas grown in that country. 


The Wall Street Journal said today 
that the Securities and Exchange 
Commissionnwas investigating a $1.25- 
million payment made paid by United 
Brands and allegations that the 
recipient was the president of Hon­ 
duras, Gen. Oswaldo Lopez. The 
company did not say to whom the 
money had been paid. 


A statement by United Brands said 
the payment — the company did not 
call it a bribe — was part of an under­ 
standing that an additional $1.25 
million would be paid.

Some have 
moved away because of rising land 
costs.

One 
reason is the cost and shortage of land 
that makes it difficult to assure there 
will be acreage for their children when 
the youngsters are grown. 
Few have any use for television sets 
or movies, comer taverns or heavy 
tractors, electric lights or automatic 
washers. Most have neither electricity 
nor telephone. 
They heat their homes with wood 
and kerosene; they light them with 
gasoline lamps. They plow their farms 
with sleek horses, and they make 
virtually all their own clothes, using 
treadle sewing machines. Their tools 
typically are powered by hand or man. 
Yoder himself provides the muscle 
that moves the machinery on which he 
makes his martingales, belts, boot 
soles and other leather products— 
machinery that dates from the turn of 
the century. He sits on a stool which a

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An Ohio 
judge has proposed a new law which 
would allow prosecutors to use 
evidence obtained during illegal 
searches, 
The proposed law would replace the 
“ exclusionary rule,” which forbids the 
use of evidence obtained by police offi­ 
cers in violation of Fourth Amendment 
rights. 


It would substitute a rule allowing 
persons to bring lawsuits against 
police who abuse searches and to make 
the state liable for damages.

Franklin County Municipal Court 
proposed the law in a recent edition of 
the Ohio Bar Journal, publication of 
the Ohio Bar Association. 
West said his proposal is aimed at

most people speak of when they talk of 
coddling criminals — obviously guilty 
crim inals going free because a 
policeman made a mistake.

“ The object of the exclusionary rule 
was to discourage police abuse by 
keeping them from using the fruits of 
any dirty business,” Judge West said. 
“ The rule falls far short of its goal. 
“ The truth may be twisted to make a 
fruitful search appear to be lawful. 
Most judges will strain to find an ex­ 
ception into which such a search might 
fit in order to uphold it... 
“ Police do not favor the rule and feel 
it 
hampers 
legitim ate 
law 
en­ 
forcement,” he said. “ This combined 
with public hostility causes the rule to 
be lacking in moral sanction which is 
so important to effectiveness of any 
law.” 


The result, Judge West said, is a 
minimum of justice and a maximum of 
public distrust and antagonism toward 
the justice system. 
The judge noted Chief Justice 
Warren Burger has called for abolition 
of the exclusionary rule. 
“ Chief Justice Burger invited the 
states to find a replacement for the 
exclusionary rule, which we must keep 
and enforce until an effective alter­ 
native is available,” he said. 
“ If enough people are interested and 
push for the needed reform, our whole 
system of justice could be improved by 
the abolition of modification of the 
exclusionary rule,” he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An Ohio 
judge has proposed a new law which 
would allow prosecutors to use 
evidence obtained during illegal 
searches. 
The proposed law would replace the 
“exclusionary rule,” which forbids the 
use of evidence obtained by police offi­ 
cers in violation of Fourth Amendment 
rights. 
It would substitute a rule allowing 
persons to bring lawsuits against 
police who abuse searches and to make 
the state liable for damages. 
Judge R. Patrick West of the 
Franklin County Municipal Court 
proposed the law in a recent edition of 
the Ohio Bar Journal, publication of 
the Ohio Bar Association. 
West said his proposal is aimed at 
“the most misunderstood and publicly 
distrusted rule we must work with.” 
He said the exclusionary rule is what 
most people speak of when they talk of 
coddling criminals — obviously guilty 
crim inals going free because a 
policeman made a mistake.

Tax Changes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
House Republican leader said today he 
would introduce a bill earmarking 
state income tax revenues to local 
school support, local governments and 
property tax reductions. 
Minority leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
R-83 Perrysburg, said the bill would 
fulfill a Republican party campaign 
commitment from last fall. 
“The public was led to believe that 
the state income tax enacted in 1971 
would substantially solve the fiscal 
problems confronting public education 
in Ohio,” Kurfess said.

“The object of the exclusionary rule 
was to discourage police abuse by 
keeping them from using the fruits of 
any dirty business,” Judge West said. 
“The rule falls far short of its goal. 
“The truth may be twisted to make a 
fruitful search appear to be lawful. 
Most judges will strain to find an ex­ 
ception into which such a search might 
fit in order to uphold it... 
“Police do not favor the rule and feel 
it ham pers legitim ate law en­ 
forcement,” he said. “This combined 
with public hostility causes the rule to 
be lacking in moral sanction which is 
so important to effectiveness of any 
law.” 


The result, Judge West said, is a 
minimum of justice and a maximum of 
public distrust and antagonism toward 
the justice system. 
The judge noted Chief Justice 
Warren Burger has called for abolition 
of the exclusionary rule. 
“Chief Justice Burger invited the 
states to find a replacement for the 
exclusionary rule, which we must keep 
and enforce until an effective alter­ 
native is available,” he said. 
“If enough people are interested and 
push for the needed reform, our whole 
system of justice could be improved by 
the abolition of modification of the 
exclusionary rule,” he said.

BOSTON (AP) — Illegal wagering, 
particularly on sports events, provides 
a 
major 
source 
of 
income 
for 
organized crime in the Northeastern 
part of the country, federal officials 
have told the National Gambling 
Commission. 


James Newpher, head of the FBI’s 
Boston office, estimated that at least 
$2 billion is generated annually by 
illegal betting on sports events, horses 
and numbers in Massachusetts alone. 
He said organized crime makes a 
mimimum of $166.6 million in profit 
each year from its Massachusetts 
operation with the largest dollar of vol­ 
ume coming from sports gambling. 


Witnesses before the Gambling 
Commission Wednesday generally 
opposed the legalization of sports 
betting but one, 
M assachusetts 
Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, advocated 
it vociferously because, he said, it 
could provide new, needed revenues 
for the state. 
Crane called on the federal govern­ 
ment “to take every action in its 
power, including a thorough review of 
federal taxes now imposed on legal 
gambling, to facilitate the operation of 
gambling by those states which wish to 
do so.” 
M assachusetts Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti said he could 
support legislation for offtrack betting 
in the state to gain increased revenues 
but not wagering on sports events such 
as baseball, basketball, hockey and 
football.

Stormy W eather 
Hampers Farmers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cold and 
stormy weather not only has ham­ 
pered spring field work and slowed 
growth of winter wheat but has 
dampened hopes of cattlemen for a 
quick recovery of grass pasture. 
As of April I, the Agriculture 
Departm ent said Wednesday, the 
average condition of pastures and 
ranges was rated “poor to fair” 
nationally. For many livestock 
operators, the situation means sup­ 
plemental feeding costs continue to 
rise. 
The department’s Crop Reporting 
Board said grazing conditions were 
rated at 75 per cent on April I, com­ 
pared with 7S last year and an average 
of about 77 per cent. 
As used by USDA, a rating of 65 to 79 
per cent is considered poor to fair, 80 
per cent and over is good to excellent. 
“Good to excellent conditions found 
largely along the Pacific coast, Ohio 
valley and mid-Atlantic states are 
more than offset by lower conditions in 
the Southeast coast, Southwest and 
Plains states,” the report said. “Very 
poor conditions (50 to 64 per cent) are 
reported from northern New Mexico to 
the Canadian line.” 
Although not described in the report, 
reasons for the debilitated condition of 
grazing land this spring include last 
summer’s dry weather, a larger re­ 
liance on grazing when livestock 
operators saw grain prices soar and a 
continued buildup in beef herds. 
Thus, substantial pressure has been 
put on cattlemen to use grazing land at 
maximum capacities. Warm, moist 
weather will be needed soon to re­ 
juvenate those areas. 


The USDA report indicated that 
April I grazing prospects in parts of 
the Southwest were much improved 
from severe drought conditions 
reported a year ago. Those areas, in­ 
cluding much of west Texas and 
southern New Mexico, were described 
as “good to excellent” on the first of 
the month. 
But in eastern Colorado and in other 
sections of the Plains the April I 
grazing situation reflected a lack of 
moisture and, in some cases, severe 
drought.

The bomb that blew Birns to pieces 
in his rented car behind Christy’s 
lounge was said to have the force of 
eight sticks of dynamite. 
Police said they are still trying to 
determine how the bomber bypassed 
the elaborate electronic burglar alarm 
system on the car and how the bomb 
was detonated.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A Pi - In an 
effort to clarify the state’s gambling 
laws and stamp out casino-style 
operations, the House has approved a 
bill providing criminal penalties for all 
gambling except by charitable groups 
exempt from federal income tax. 


The bill was approved Thursday by 
an 86-3 vote and sent to the Senate. 


It would specifically outlaw slot 
machines and roulette wheels, but 
permit churches, fraternal groups and 
most recognized charities to operate 
bingo and other games of chance. 


With the exception of the state lot­ 
tery, gambling is forbidden by the Ohio 
Constitution, but the Revised criminal 
code exempts operations which turn 
over all proceeds to “ charitable 
purposes“ 
after 
expenses 
are 
deducted. 


A recent Summit County Common 
Pleas Court decision overturned the 
charitable gambling provision after 
widespread casino-type wagering 
broke out in the Akron area. 
The decision, which prompted raids 
on bingo parlors as well as more 
sophisticated gambling operations, is 
subject to judicial review and possible 
reversal in higher state courts. 
Rep. Ronald Weyandt, D-13 Akron, 
who introduced his bill before the 
common pleas ruling, said “ citizens 
who are not quote’ charities, are 
organizing themselves as charities and 
conducting games of chance.’’

Black W alnut Proves Tranquilizer 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — In an 
effort to clarify the state’s gambling 
laws and stamp out casino-style 
operations, the House has approved a 
bill providing criminal penalties for all 
gambling except by charitable groups 
exempt from federal income tax. 


The bill was approved Thursday by 
an 86-£ vote and sent to the Senate. 


It would specifically outlaw slot 
machines and roulette wheels, but 
permit churches, fraternal groups and 
most recognized charities to operate 
bingo and other games of chance. 


With the exception of the state lot­ 
tery, gambling is forbidden by the Ohio 
Constitution, but the Revised criminal 
code exempts operations which turn 
over all proceeds to “ charitable 
purposes” 
after 
expenses 
are 
deducted. 


A recent Summit County Common 
Pleas Court decision overturned the 
charitable gambling provision after 
widespread casino-type wagering 
broke out in the Akron area. 
The decision, which prompted raids 
on bingo parlors as well as more 
sophisticated gambling operations, is 
subject to judicial review and possible 
reversal in higher state courts. 
Rep. Ronald Weyandt, D-13 Akron, 
who introduced his bill before the 
common pleas ruling, said “ citizens 
who are not ‘quote’ charities, are 
organizing themselves as charities and 
conducting games of chance.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohioans 
would pay $25 instead of $10 for their 
annual passenger car license plates 
under a bill introduced Wednesday by 
Sen. William F. Bowen, I>9 Cincinnati. 
He said the additional revenue would 
be used to help counties and other local 
subdivisions 
replace 
dangerous 
bridges and repair secondary roads 
under their jurisdiction. 
He said the $10 annual fee “ is among 
the lowest in the United States. It is 
substantially low.” 
At the same time, the Cincinnati 
Democrat said hearings around the 
state by the House Transportation and 
lx>cal Government Committee last 
year showed many bridges and high­ 
ways “ are in a sad state.” 
Some bridges have been declared 
unsafe, requiring "school children to 
have to get off their buses and walk 
across them,” he said. 
Revenues derived from the license 
fees—exclusive of the $5 permissive 
tax levied by counties—are shared by 
the state with its local subdivisions for 
road and bridge improvements, Bowen 
noted. 
Also introduced in the Senate 
Wednesday was a measure by Sen. 
Donald E. “ Buz” Lukens, R-4 Mid­ 
dletown, to require bicycles ridden at 
night to be equipped with reflectors. 
The House received six new bills, 
among them proposals to increase 
penalties for harming patients in 
mental institutions and permitting 
school boards to opt between pur­ 
chasing school buses from a cen­ 
tralized state agency or at the local 
level through competitive bidding.

Prehistoric 
Bill's Flaws 


COLUMBUS, Ohio < A P ) — A bill to 
protect prehistoric Indian burial 
grounds from desecration has run into 
opposition from sympathetic archae­ 
ologists who claim it would hamper 
their research, without controlling 
developers and amateur “ pot hunt­ 
ers.” 
Martha Otto of the Ohio Historical 
Society told legislators Wednesday 
there was serious concern over ac­ 
cidental destruction of sites by land- 
altering projects. She also decried 
“ wanton looting by individuals who 
plan to sell artifacts or just want a few 
curios for their coffee tables.” 
However, Mrs. Otto testified: 
legislation that attempts to put 
restraints on archaeological activities 
will be about as effective in meeting its 
intended goals as were the laws 
dealing with prohibition.” 
The bill, in its second hearing before 
the House Energy and Environment 
Committee, would impose a 90-day 
waiting period before allowing ex­ 
cavations at Indian burial mounds or 
earthworks. 
Archaeologists or land developers 
would be required to notify the Ohio 
Historical Society which would use the 
three months to survey the site and 
determine its archaeological value. 
Violators would be subject to up to six 
months imprisonment and a $1,000 
fine, although after the 90 days dig­ 
gings could proceed regardless of the 
society’s recommendations. 
Mrs. Otto associate curator of a four- 
person archaeological staff, and a 
string of other witnesses, insisted the

proposal was unenforceable. 
“ It is impossible for the society even 
with unlimited funds to patrol the 
entire state, preventing archaeological 
excavations that do not comply with 
the provisions of this bill,” she said. 
An Indian delegation sat im­ 
passively in the hearing room as 
witness after witness expressed 
sympathy with the intent of the 
measure, but questioned its im­ 
plementation in such areas as in­ 
dividual property rights. 
“ They are concerned with the 
constitutional rights of landowners,” 
Tukemas, principle chief of the 
Shawnee said after the hearing. “ We 
were the owners of this land. There is 
no stated concern for the immoral and 
illegal disturbance of Indian graves.” 
Several Indians testified in support of 
the proposal last month.

under their jurisdiction. 
He said the $10 annual fee “ is among 
the lowest in the United States. It is 
substantially low.” 
At the same time, the Cincinnati 
Democrat said hearings around the 
state by the House Transportation and 
Irreal Government Committee last 
year showed many bridges and high­ 
ways “ are in a sad state.” 
Some bridges have been declared 
unsafe, requiring “ school children to 
have to get off their buses and walk 
across them,” he said. 
Revenues derived from the license 
fees—exclusive of the $5 permissive 
tax levied by counties—are shared by 
the state with its local subdivisions for 
road and bridge improvements, Bowen 
noted. 
Also introduced in the Senate 
Wednesday was a measure by Sen. 
Donald E. “ Buz” Lukens, R4 Mid­ 
dletown, to require bicycles ridden at 
night to be equipped with reflectors. 
The House received six new bills, 
among them proposals to increase 
penalties for harming patients in 
mental institutions and permitting 
school boards to opt between pur­ 
chasing school buses from a cen­ 
tralized state agency or at the local 
level through competitive bidding.

Prehistoric 
Bill's Flaws 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A bill to 
protect prehistoric Indian burial 
grounds from desecration has run into 
opposition from sympathetic archae­ 
ologists who claim it would hamper 
their research, without controlling 
developers and amateur “ pot hunt­ 
ers.” 
Martha Otto of the Ohio Historical 
Society told legislators Wednesday 
there was serious concern over ac­ 
cidental destruction of sites by land- 
altering projects. She also decried 
“ wanton looting by individuals who 
plan to sell artifacts or just want a few 
curios for their coffee tables.” 
However. 
Mrs. 
Otto testified: 
legislation that attempts to put 
restraints on archaeological activities 
will be about as effective in meeting its 
intended goals as were the laws 
dealing with prohibition.” 
The bill, in its second hearing before 
the House Energy and Environment 
Committee, would impose a 90-day 
waiting period before allowing ex­ 
cavations at Indian burial mounds or 
earthworks. 
Archaeologists or land developers 
would be required to notify the Ohio 
Historical Society which would use the 
three months to survey the site and 
determine its archaeological value. 
Violators would be subject to up to six 
months imprisonment and a $1,000 
fine, although after the 90 days dig­ 
gings could proceed regardless of the 
society’s recommendations.

The four playwrights all 
are friends of King, who says 
he got them to contribute to 
the show partly by imposing 
no requirements other than a 
happy ending for each slice- 
of-life sketch. 
Stone turns in a so-so piece 
in 
which Lauren 
Bacall 
portrays a consumer affairs 
co m m issio n er 
whose 
marriage to an advertising 
executive — Robert Preston 
— is getting stale. 
Simon’s piece concerns two 
hobos — James Earl Jones 
and King — who discuss such 
things as beans and the 
recession. It’s slightly better, 
but not a first-rate Simon 
effort. 
Feiffer’s contribution is a 
Thurberesque look 
at a 
middleage man — Art Carney 
— who is totally bewildered 
as to how he came to head a 
one-wife, two-teen-ager, one- 
infant clan which squabbles a 
lot. 
It’s a good offering, but 
don’t miss the Gardner finale 
or I will have my pal Marvin 
the Torch come see you some 
night. 
In the piece, King plays 
Sam Margolis, a Russian Jew 
who immigrated to New 
York, started his own, raised 


a 
fam ily, 
cheered 
the 
Brooklyn 
Dodgers 
and 
otherwise lived a full life of 
growls and love. 
One day he wakes up in a 
hospital, the victim of a coro­ 
nary occlusion and mutters: 
“ Gotta get out of here! Who’s 
minding the store? Shimkin 
the thief.” 
Margolis tells his surgeon 
he’s not interested in living 
any more. Among other 
reasons, his beloved Dodgers 
left town in 1955 “ and nobody 
came to take their place ... 
Duke Snider, he went away. 
“ A lifetime in the stands 
howling, i ’m with ya, Duke, 
I ’m with ya.’ Never dreaming 
for a moment he wasn’t with 
me ... it’s a sign of the whole 
thing. Time’s got my heart... 
and Shimkin the thief’s got 
my food store by now ...” 
Warm, wild and wonderful 
lines continually roll out of 
the rambunctious old man, 
superbly played by King. It 
adds up to what television 
comedy should be and rarely 
is.
